If children are continually feeing 
tlieir parents difagrce, and hearing them clifpute a- 
bDut trifles, it of courfe becomes common to them, 
and when opportunity oiTers they are not backward 
in doing the fame. 
Does not the dif.ipecratiit 
of parents, naturally teach children to tiihigrce a- 
mjng themfelves ; and David was fearful of this, 
wlien he faid, " Let brethren dwell together ia u- 
nity." 


How wretched and unhappy inull that family 
be, who, when their lot is fallen to them in a plea- 
fant place, and a goodly heritage is theirs, wWl net 
enjoy it in the manner they ought, but by a CCE- 
ilant round of noife, buftle, wrangling rnd ¿ifput- 
ia^, diilvirb their own pence, ruin their ov/n hrip- 
piiiefs, and fct tlie worit of examples to ihjir oii- 
i'prinjr and domeilics. 


Should the above fcntences tend to reform n fiii- 
glc family, or to turn one thoughllefs yoi.ih frcni

R E we better than heathens ? If we are not, 
itis eafy to prove we are worfe. For if a horfe ilum- 
ble, at midnight, it is no proof that- he is not furc 
footed ; but if he ftumble, in broad daylight, on a 
road, fuaooth as marble, it is an argument, that he 
is not. Now, if heathens, in the dark, were as good 
as we are in the light 
who are moil worthy ? But 
ought we not to be much better ? if we are not bct- 
ter^ the word of God has been of no effeft, and 
rather than a blcfling, chriftianity muft (in Hopkin- 
tonian phrafe) prove a cuiic ; and cur fate is more 
lamentable, tlian tlic antient or modern heathens; 
and the knowledge of chriilianity, without the prac- 
tice of it, muft prove a principal caufe of our darn- 
nation. 
Then fhall we hail the heathens as peculi- 
arly happy, in their ignorance of revelation. 
Now 
to be thankful for the light of revelation, to rcjoice 
in our deliverance from p iganifm is fpitting in the 
facc of rcafon ; it is haling our damnation. Ought 
we not rather to deplore our knowleilge of God ? 
Ought we not to be inconfolable for the light of re- 
velation ? But are we not better than heathens r it 
may be aflwed. 
This queftion has been begged en- 
tirely—if what has hitherto been faid is coniidered 
of n j avail. 
But rather than have it prove inlufli- 
tient, we begj it may be taken for facl, as it really is; 
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ani v/c will o.T:r fanr.cthing farther. 
Let a fatirift, 
in th.2 ccnt"c of Boilon, fit oai a watchtower, and kea 
rh.o wr.O'C town. 
Suppofe another, equally iciutl- 
voui and i'cveve, had taken his ftanci, in the centre 
of Athens, Sparta, Rome, or any other heath-n 
po-}jlou3 town, (except Rome dechning, for foon as 
Ihe began to be refined, fhe was ruined.) 
Now k t 
"11 the vlccs, whicli can be callcd from anticnt hil- 
tcry, be c^ppofed to our daily obfervation 
and an 
impurtir.iili: (not a bigot—not a feccary—not even a 
judge Bacon) be the judge ; and after a due con- 
fidcration, he will deliver this vcrdic>. 
" That we 
outheathen heathens, that a modern fatirift, might 
find ample fcope, but modern 
impudence would 
laugh fatire, out of countcnance. 
That we fwe?.r 
fo fluently, a heathen would fuppofe we had ferved 
an apprenticefliip at it, for the fake of gaining a 
livelihood. 


The inhofpitahty of chriiiians is the admiration 
of barbarians. 
It were mere prefei-able to be ihip- 
wrecked on the coal> of Hell, among devils, th^in 
in certain parts of chriftendom. 


W h a t a noble exarr.plc the barbarians, manifeil- 
ed, in the kind reception of Paul, fliip-wrecked on 
the coiil of Melita ! How unlike the reception, hap- 
k f s fhipwrecked leamcji meet with, on the coall of 
Cornwall, and other places not fo much noted, 
both in chrirtian Europe and America. 
Tliis treat- 
ment, chriilians, mutually give and recel\e ^ yet we 
have many inilances, in which, American favagcs 
have a£ted the rcverfe of tl\is, even to tlicir greateit 
enemies—Chriilians ; 
without hope or defire of 
lecompence. 
But what chriltian will entertain an 
Indian, without ample recompence ? Many a win- 
ter's night, has tlie pcnnilefs Indian, among chrif- 
tians, llept in the Itreet, while his hut in the wooJ.s, 
afTurded an unj^rateful, bewildered cliriilian a kiiul 
reception. 
W i t h the ntmoil propriety, did t..at In- 
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dian obferve, " that to be a chriftian (judging I j 
our anions) it was ncccflary to become a very vvicU 
cd man." 


Hail, favage ingenuoufnefs, too often duped i y 
cliriRianity deceit! Hail, Indian, original hoi.tilv, 
ignorant of what a Caflle William is! Let a favM^i 
ilay a bear, and hang his ilcin on a tree in the woody; 
there it ihalll remain in fecurity (unlcfs a chiiilbn 
happen to fpy it) till the owner pieafes to take it 
down. 
Let a lioilonian leave any thing in ti e 
ilreet, by miilake (it is not probable he will, by dc- 
fign) and a parcel of unprincipled boys will ^/aiinv 
roimd it, wondering whofe it can be, and c ifting 
their fubtle eyes obliquely, to obf'.rve if any bcdv 
fee them. 
You young thieves, are you not fcnf:ble, 
it is not yours ? Therefore let it alone. 
When they 
are detc£led, in the roguery, their firil excufe ii, "I 
found it, fir," or, " I did not ki;cw it was yours, fir." 
It is a bad prailice to be often finding ; every Ic? 
ought to be whipped, whenever he found r.ny thing. 


Finally, we have given a fuperficial epitome of a 
fubjc£l, which might be produced to a volume. We 
have omitted the Have trade, and the worfe than 
heathenifm of the W e d Indies, we have not pro- 
ceeded Southward, but confined ourfelves chiefly to 
Bofton.

If it be replied, " all that has been advanced, is fo- 
phiilry, fancy, a falfehood."

MEMOIRS 
OF JOSEPH 
ADDISON, 


[Ooniir.ucd from No. ii.] 


I N the year 1702 as he was about to return home, 
he was informed from Ills father in England, by let- 
ter, that King William intended him the pofl of fec- 
retary, to attend the army under the Prince Eugene 
in Italy. 
This was an office that would have been 
extremely acceptable to Mr. Addifon ; but his Ma- 
jefty*s death, which happened before he could get 
his appointment, put flop to that, together v/ith his 
penfion.—This news camc to him at Geneva 
he 
therefore chofe to make the tour of Germany in his 
way home and at Vienna compofed his Treatife on 
medals, which however did not make its appcurance 
'till after his death. 


A different fet of minifters coming to the manage- 
ment of affairs in the beginning of Queen Anne's 
reign, and confequently the intereft of Mr. Addifon's 
friends being confiderably weakened, he continued 
unemployed and in obfcurity till 1704, when an ac- 
cident called him again into notice. 
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The amazing vif^ory gained by the great Duke of 
Marlborough, at Blenheim, exiting a defire in the 
iarl of Godolphin, then Lord High Treafurer, tc 
have it celebrated in verfe ; Lord Halifax, to whom 
thut Nobleman had communicated this his wiih, re- 
commended Mr. Addifon to him, as the only perfon 
who was likely to execute fuch a talk in a manner 
adequate to the fubj^ii ; in which he fucceeded fo 
hnppily, that when the poem lie wrote, viz. 
The 
C.iinpaign, was finiihed no farther than to the cele- 
brated iimile of the angel, the Lord High Treafurer 
was fo delighted with it, that he immediately pre- 
fented the author with the place of one of the Com- 
miirioners of Appeals in the room of Mr. Locke, 
w'lio had been juil promoted to the Board of Trade. 


In the year 1705, he attended Lord Halifax to 
Han.)ver, and ia the fuccecding year \v s appointed 
under fecrctary to Sir Charles Hodges, then Secre- 
tary of State •, nor did he lofe his poft on the rcmo- 
Tal of Sir Cliarles *, the Earl ofSundcrIa ul, vvli.^ iuc- 
ceedcd to that gentlenian, willingly continuing Mr. 
Addifon as his imd'-r-fccretary. 


In 1709, Lord Wharton 
being appointed Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, nominated our auilior fecre- 
tary for that kingdom, the Q^een at the fame time 
bellowing on him alio the poll of Keeper of 
the 
Records in Ireland ; but when, in the latter end of 
her Majeily's reign the miniilry was again changed, 
and Mr. Addifon expccled no tartlier employment, 
he gladly fubmitted to a retirement, in which 
he 
had formed a defiiLrn, which it is much to be regret- 
ted that he never had in his power to put in execu- 
tion, viz. the compiling a Didlionary 
to fix 
the 
ftandard of the Englilh language upon the fame kind 
of plan with the famous Dinhnana 
della Criifca of 
the Italians. A work in no language fo much want- 
ed as in our own, and which from fo mailerly, fo 
elegant, and fo correal a pen as this gentleman's. 
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could not have failed being executed to the grcatcf, 
degree of perfection.—We have however the Kfi 
reafon to lament the lofs, as the fame defign lias fincc 
been carrried on, and brought to a maturity that rc- 
lle£bs the higheit honor on his country in general, 
and its author in particular ;—nor after this cha- 
racter can 1,1 think, have need to enter ii:;toa f th- 
er explanation, or even hint, that I mean Dr. Sa:r.u- 
el Jo]inro-.i's Dictionary cf the Ent^lifh langu v^^e. 


What prevented Mr. Addifon's piirfuing I'.is dc. 
fign, was his being again called out into public buu- 
nefs : for on the death of the Queen, he was ap- 
pointed Secretary to the Lords Jullices ; then again, 
in 1711, Secretary for Ireland, and on Lord Sunder- 
land's refignation of the Lord Lieutenancy, he v. ai 
made one of the Lords Commiifioners of Trade.
